1. KNOWLEDGE 


Know what you're getting into. 

As a beekeeper, you will be responsible 
for living beings that require 
management and support. We suggest 
that you:

2. LOCATION 


A good hive location can make all the 
difference. Keep these guidelines in 
mind: 


> Set up hives so the bees flight path 
in and out doesn’t cross a heavily 
used area, like a garden, sidewalk, 
or driveway 


> Hives need good air flow around 
them (not placed in a low-lying 
area) 

> Be sure water for bees to drink, 
such as a stream or pond, is closer 
to the hives than a swimming pool 

> Hives should be accessible by 
vehicle or cart 

> Get permission (local ordinances, 
neighbors, landlord) 


3. EQUIPMENT 


Though it is possible to build some 

of your own woodenware, buying 
standard equipment makes for a much 
smoother start.

4. YOUR BEES 


If your budget allows, we recommend 
starting with two hives. This will 

allow for comparison. One colony 

may sometimes need a transplant of 
resources from another to survive, an 
option you won't have with just one hive. 
You can order bees in a package ora 
nuc, or catch a swarm. 


5. PREPARATION 


Get everything ready ahead of time to 
be sure you are fully prepared when you 
pick up your bees! 


> Assemble and paint the exterior 
of your equipment (note that this 
could take you a couple weeks to 
complete) 


> Choose a site and set up your hive 
stand 


> Practice lighting your smoker (and 
keeping it lit!). Try the Betterbee 
Cotton Smoker Fuel on page 49. 
We have received “complaints” that 
people can't get it to go out! 


> Put on your veil and visit others 
with experience working with bees 


10 FRAME 


WOODEN 


10 frame wooden hive equipment has 
been the industry standard for over 
170 years. A typical 10 frame hive in 
winter has 2 deep brood chambers. A 
comparable 8 frame hive is narrower 
but taller, and for winter might be 2 
deeps plus a medium. 


8 FRAME 
WOODEN 


8 frame equipment is lighter than 

10 frame equipment. When full of 
honey, an 8 frame medium super 
weighs 40 to 45 pounds, while a full 10 
frame medium super weighs 45 to 50 
pounds. Some feel that overwintering 
is better in 8 frame hives because the 
bee cluster can more easily move up 
through all its honey stores. 


ALL MEDIUMS 


Using all medium boxes is an 


Betterbee’s hives all follow the Langstroth design: a tall stack of boxes 
filled with movable frames of comb, to mimic a hollow tree, the typical 
home for northern honey bees. 


Let’s start with some definitions. A frame is a wooden or plastic 

item on which the bees build their beeswax comb. Foundation is the 
hexagon-patterned center sheet in each frame. Bees create comb on 
each side of foundation. Comb is where bees raise brood (baby bees) 
and store their food [pollen and honey) in tiny, hexagon-shaped cells. 
All states require movable combs so that colonies can be inspected for 
diseases. 


The hives are sized by how many frames fit in the boxes (10 frame or 8 
frame). Boxes are named by their heights and uses. There are deeps, 
mediums, and shallows. Two deeps are mainly used at the bottom of 
the hive as the brood chamber. Mediums are typically used for honey 
storage, but some people also use them as brood chambers. Shallows 
are generally used for honey storage. Any box used for honey storage 
at the top of a hive is called a super. By the end of a colony’s 2nd year, 
it may use 3 or 4 supers in summer, above its brood boxes. 


Match the size of your frames, foundation, and boxes. For example, 
deep boxes need deep frames, with deep foundation in the frames. 
Bees accept either kind of foundation equally well: beeswax 
foundation or beeswax-coated plastic foundation. The plastic kind is 
stronger and also easier to install in frames. The beeswax kind has 
wires in it for reinforcement, and is more of a classic style. As always, 
we're here to help you make an educated choice! 


POLYSTYRENE 


Polystyrene hives provide about 7x more 
insulation than wooden hives. These 


increasing trend. Both 10 and 8 frame 
hives can consist of all medium boxes. 
Using all mediums, the beekeeper only 
needs to have a single size of frame and 
box on hand. 


3 medium boxes as a brood chamber 
is equivalent to 2 deep boxes. However, 
because the frames are smaller, one 
needs to inspect more frames to doa 
complete hive inspection. Additionally, 
most nucleus colonies (nucs] are sold 
with deep frames. When buying bees 
to start with an all medium setup, 
consider buying a package or look 

for nucs that are made with medium 
frames. 


hives are a great option in both hot and 
cold seasons because better insulation 
keeps in-hive temperatures more 
steady. 


We offer two types of polystyrene 

hives: Lyson and BeeMax. Lyson boxes 
are 85% the weight of woodenware, 
slightly more durable than BeeMax, 
and have excellent ventilation options. 
BeeMax boxes are 42% the weight of 
woodenware, and require no tools to 
assemble. Learn more on pages 28-31. 


v Where do all the basic hive components go? Betterbee offers all of the 
different hive components to maintain strong and healthy colonies. This 
diagram shows the location of each component on the hive and its purpose. 


OUTER COVER 


Provides rain and wind protection 
for the entire hive. Available in 
BeeMax, traditional wood with 
metal (insulated also available), 
and tough plastic. 


INNER COVER 


Prevents outer cover from being 
stuck to the uppermost box. 
Notch provides ventilation and 
an upper entrance. 


HONEY SUPER 


Provides space for the bees to 
store honey. The bees will use 
this space as needed and may 
also use it for brood production 
and pollen storage. Most full-size 
colonies need 3 medium supers. 


HIVE BODY 


The year-round home for your 
bees. Many beekeepers in the 
north use 2 hive bodies. Also 
called the brood box. 


SCREENED 
BOTTOM BOARD 


Used for the monitoring of Varroa 
destructor mites and to provide 
ventilation. Part of an Integrated 
Pest Management (IPM) system. 
Also called a varroa screen. Can 
be used instead of, or in addition 
to, a reversible bottom board.

Traditional hive base available 
in pine or cedar. Can be used 
below or instead of a screened 
bottom board. 


5 TIPS ON 
WHERE TO 
PLACE YOUR 
HIVES 


. EARLY MORNING SUN: 


The sun hitting the hive activates 
the bees and gets them to work 
earlier! We like to face our hives in 
a south-east orientation. 


. PROTECTION FROM WIND: 


We like to place our hives along a 
hedgerow when possible to protect 
the hives, especially from winter 
winds. 


. EASY ACCESS: 


It is quite nice to be able to drive up 
to your hives, especially when you 
are pulling heavy supers. And if you 
ever have to move your hives, being 
able to drive up to them is very 
convenient! 


. PERMISSION: 


Your backyard is fine by your 
standards, but what does your 
neighbor, town, or landlord think? 


. ACCESS TO WATER: 


Bees need a constant supply of 
clean water to avoid them using 
your neighbor's pool. You can fill a 
birdbath with gravel and water to 
use as a bee waterer. If you have 

a stream, ditch, or a pond nearby, 
the bees will prefer that. Bees will 
choose the closest water source. 
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4 TIPS ON 
HOW TO 
KEEP BEES 
IN A CITY 
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1. RESEARCH: 


Read up and watch YouTube videos 
on urban beekeeping across the 
country. Keep in mind the following 
questions: Where will I put my 
hives? Is there a legal limit on how 
many hives | can set up? What is 
the best way to maintain my hives? 


. GET BUY-IN ON YOUR PLANS: 
If you rent, be sure to talk to 
your landlord. If your property 
is managed by a Homeowner's 
Association (HOA), discuss your 
beekeeping plans with them. Let 
your neighbors know about your 
urban bee project before you set up 
your first hive. 


. PICK A SPOT FOR YOUR APIARY: 
Be sure to choose a location 
that neighbors and the general 
public will not be near enough to 
bother. Look for an area not near 
a gathering space, and plan to 
elevate and secure your hives ona 
sturdy base. 


. CONSIDER THE ROOFTOP: 
If you have access to your rooftop, 
and permission to use it, follow 
the same rules as you would for 
a hive on the ground [in the tips 
to the left]. Keep in mind that a 
light-colored roof or a green roof is 
better for your bees since blacktop 
and tar roofs attract heat. 


v What else can | get for my hive? As a beekeeper, it’s important to get the basics 
down, but sometimes you need additional equipment based on your management 
needs. Below is a list of supplemental equipment you may want to consider. 


BEEMAX 
HIVE TOP FEEDER 


Allows for rapid feeding of the hive 
without disturbing the bees. Remove the 
inner cover and place feeder between the 
outer cover and upper-most box. 


FUME BOARD 


Helps remove bees from the honey 
supers when you are ready to harvest the 
honey. Apply Bee-Go or Bee-Quick and 
place on top of the honey super. (Shown 
upside down for illustrative purposes.) 


TRIANGLE 
ESCAPE BOARD 


Another option to remove bees from 

the honey supers when you are ready to 
harvest honey. Place below the honey 
super(s) you wish to harvest, and check 
back in 24 hours. (Shown upside down for 
illustrative purposes.) 


QUEEN EXCLUDER 


Helps keep the queen out of the honey 
supers. Available in metal or plastic. 
Place between the honey super(s) and 
hive bodies. 


DOUBLE SCREEN 


Used by advanced beekeepers in 
many different ways to isolate upper 
boxes and move bees by changing 
entrance locations. 


SLATTED RACK 


Helps keep the brood chamber warmer 
in winter and gives a clustering space 
inside so fewer bees “beard” outside in 
the summer. Place above the bottom 
board and below the lower-most hive 
body. 


BOTTOM MOUNT 
POLLEN TRAP 


Collect a portion of the pollen the 
bees bring back to the hive. Place 
above the bottom board and below 
the lower-most hive body.

HOW TO ORDER YOUR BEES + QUEENS 


TWO WAYS TO BUY: 

A PACKAGE is 3 pounds 
of loose bees with feed 
and a mated, marked (or 
unmarked) queen ina 
separate queen cage. A 
NUC is an already thriving 
colony of bees witha 
mated, marked queen on 
5 deep frames of honey, 
pollen, and brood. 


ORDERING: Bees go 

up for sale starting in 
mid-December. You can 
order them online or by 
phone, but they must be 
ordered separately from 
merchandise. We usually 
sell out of both nucs and 
packages — typically by 
the end of February, so 
order early! 


PAYMENT: Full payment 
is due when your order 

is placed. Because of 
limited supplies, a $20 
cancellation fee per 
package or nuc will be 
charged up to 30 days 
before the scheduled 
pickup date. If the 
cancellation is less than 
30 days to the pickup date, 
there will be no refunds 
unless the package or nuc 
can be resold. 


RETURNS & REFUNDS: 
There are no returns 

or refunds once the 
customer accepts the bee 
package or nuc at our 
store in New York. 


ADDITIONAL ORDERS: 
Need additional 
equipment when you pick 
up your bees? Placing a 
separate order a week or 
so prior to your pickup 
date ensures it’s ready for 
you when you get here! 


SHIPPING: We do not 
ship package bees or 
nucleus colonies. Picking 
up bees at a central 
location ensures a 
greater survival rate, as 
it creates less stress for 
the bees. 


BEE PREPARED: Build 
and paint your hives 
ahead of getting your 
bees, as you will need to 
install the bees in their 
new home the day you get 
them. Don’t wait! 


PICK-UP DAY INFO: 
Please plan to pick up 
early in the day, and make 
sure we have your current 
contact information in 
case we need to get in 
touch. We recommend 
that you make up a few 
gallons of 1:1 sugar syrup 
ahead of time to feed your 
new bees.

There are no 
refunds on queen order 
cancellations. Queen 
acceptance depends on 
several factors beyond 
our control and, for this 
reason, we are only able 
to offer replacement if 
the queen arrives dead or 
if she is a drone layer.

FAQS ON MAKING OVERWINTERED NUCS: 


v CAN I LET NUCS RAISE 
THEIR OWN QUEENS 
INSTEAD OF BUYING NEW 
QUEENS? A nuc colony may 
not feed a developing queen 
well enough to produce a 
quality queen. If you make 
the nucs during swarm 
season and use frames with 
queen cells on them, this will 
work. Otherwise, it’s best 

to add a purchased queen 
to the queenless nuc after 
12-24 hours. This way, there 
is less delay while the small 
new colony gets going. 


v HOW MUCH ATTENTION 
DO OVERWINTERED NUCS 
NEED? A nuc of any sort is 
prone to crowding. Checking 
the frames once every 3 
weeks or so is a good way 
to see if they need more 
space. Space can be given 
by adding a 4 frame super, 
or by removing frames

WHAT IS NOSEMA? 


Nosema is a disease caused by a 
one-cell fungal parasite. Historically, 
Nosema apis caused diarrhea in bees 
after long winter confinement when 
they could not go on cleansing flights. 
Treatment and prevention involved 
feeding the antibiotic furnagillin in the 
spring and/or fall. 


Recently, a new species, Nosema 
ceranae, has been found in the USA 
and linked to colony deaths. Unlike 

N. apis, N. ceranae does not typically 
cause diarrhea. Diagnosis requires 
microscopic examination of a crushed 
bee specimen to see the parasite. 

It frequently goes away when the 
weather gets nicer.

DEALING WITH BEARS & OTHER 
TYPES OF PESTS: 


In addition to the smaller pests, hives can 
also attract larger animals like bears, 
skunks, and raccoons. Bears are out for 
honey and larvae and will knock over and 
smash hives apart to get their meal. 


The best way to deter large pests from 
destroying your hive is to set up an electric 
fencing system. 


If there is even a small chance that a bear 
could find your hive, we recommend setting 
up electric fencing at the same time that 
you set up your apiary.

v When installing your fence, leave 
enough room to work between your 
hives and the fencing. 


v Install the ground rod and energizer 
close to the inside of the fence.

v Dress to your comfort 
level. When getting started 
in beekeeping, don't try to 
dress like your mentor. It's 
OK to wear gloves! When 
you are comfortable, you 
observe more, and that's 
more important in the long 
run. 


v Ease into it. If you are 
worried about inspecting 
hives with thin gloves on, 
try wearing one leather and 
one nitrile. The thinner your 
gloves, the better you will 
handle frames and a hive 
tool, and the less the bees 
will become angered due to 
accidental crushing. 


v Zip it! When zipping up 
your jacket or suit, make 
sure that the vertical zipper 
is closed higher than the 
horizontal zipper that goes 
around your neck. This 
ensures there are no gaps 
for bees to sneak in. 


v Clean your gear. To care 
for your protective gear, 
disconnect your veil and 
hand wash it.

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PLANNING FOR 


New beekeepers frequently ask how 
often they should inspect their colonies. 
Though the bees don’t need to see you 
all the time, you need to see them in 
order to learn to be a better beekeeper. 
We recommend inspecting weekly when 
you first get into beekeeping. 


Plan inspections for the middle of a 
warm day when many of the bees will 
be out foraging. Avoid opening the hive 
when a storm is approaching, if it’s 
rainy, or near dusk. Light your smoker 
and puff hard and fast to get it going. 


Stand at one side of the hive instead of 
the front or back. This puts the ends of 
the frames right in front of your hands. 


BEGINNING 


The basic goal of every inspection is to 
check on the BROOD (immature bees 
in cells) and the FOOD (quantity of 


honey, nectar, and pollen). You do this by : l 


pulling out the frames of comb, one by 
one, and looking at both sides. 


Start your inspection with a puff or two 
of smoke at the entrance to disrupt 
the guard bees that might otherwise 
respond to your disturbance. Remove 
the outer cover and set it aside. Smoke 
into the center hole of the inner cover, 
then gently pry it off. If there are bees 
clinging to the underside, set the cover 
bee side up on the ground in front of the 
hive, with one corner resting up on the 
entrance area. 


HOW TO 


Start by removing the frame closest to 
a wall. Use your hive tool to pry it up. 
Remove the frame by grasping the top 
bar at both ends with your fingertips 
and easing it straight up and out of the 
box. 


Concentrate on lifting carefully and 
slowly, keeping the frame perfectly 
vertical to avoid injuring bees.

WHAT ISA 


As a beekeeper it is your responsibility to manage 
swarming in your hive, particularly if you have 
human neighbors who are not beekeepers. 


Swarming is how a colony divides itself into two 
(or more) colonies during the resource-rich 
spring population boom. Controlling swarming is 
a goal but it is unlikely you can always prevent it. 


The impulse to start swarm preparations usually 
begins during the time of spring buildup. The 
actual swarming typically occurs on a warm and 
sunny day in mid- to late-spring. Swarming can 
happen up until early fall. 


During a swarm, the queen leaves the hive with about 50-60% of the bees. 
The existing hive still contains the remaining worker bees and drones, lots of 
brood, and capped queen cells with developing queens. While queen cells are 
traditionally near the bottom of the frame, they can be anywhere, and the bees 
can hide them quite well. 


Once the swarm leaves, they land and cluster temporarily nearby, known as the 
bivouac. The clustered swarm Is usually very docile. The swarm stays here for 
minutes or days until they make a collective decision of where to move next. In 
the original hive, the new queen emerges anytime from right away to a week 
later. The new queen must then successfully complete her mating flights. Egg 
laying will typically start 2 to 3 weeks after the queen emerges. 


WHY DOES SWARMING 


Swarming is a natural occurrence; your bees will want to swarm each spring 

if they are a healthy colony. Swarming can be triggered by a crowded and 
congested brood area where there is no room for the queen to lay. A lack of 
space can cause poor queen pheromone distribution, which can then stimulate 
queen cell development. However, swarming is not JUST based on lack of room; 
it’s the natural reproductive instinct of the bees. 


HOW CAN I 


Prevent swarms by proactively giving room to your bees by adding supers prior 
to the honey flow. In our area, supers go on when dandelions are seen. We have 
found that BetterComb provides room for the bees to use immediately for nectar. 


Swarming can also be managed by splitting hives and making nucs. Splits divide 
the resources of one hive into two. Here you would either introduce a purchased 
queen to the queenless bees or let that colony rear its own new queen. 


In the event that your bees do swarm, RECORD THE DATE! Do not expect to 
see eggs for a minimum of about 3 weeks. If there are no eggs at 3 weeks, it 
probably means that the colony did not successfully requeen and you will need to 


before that time, there is a chance she will be rejected, if the bees already have a 
young queen who is developing, mating, or just starting to lay her first few eggs. 


Z DEALING WITH THE 


: It can be very discouraging to know that

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KNOW YOUR ENEMY: 


To be the best beekeeper you can 

be, you must have a good grasp on 
mite biology. Failure to control mites 
throughout the year can easily spell 
doom for your bees. By understanding 
your enemy, you can do a better job 
keeping your mite levels low and your 
bees healthy. 


Varroa mites are originally a pest of 
Apis cerana, a honey bee from Asia. 

In its original host species mites only 
reproduce in drone cells. When varroa 
jumped between bee species, it rapidly 


more harmful pest, including the ability 
to reproduce in worker brood. However, 
mites still show a preference for drone 
brood, where they can produce more 
offspring per reproductive cycle. 


VARROA MITES ARE 


Like ticks, spiders, and scorpions, 
varroa mites are arachnids. This 
means that mites aren t treated with 
insecticides but rather with acaricides 


or miticides that don’t target insects like :

THE IMPORTANCE OF 


Monitoring is an important tool for keeping your bees healthy. Regular monitoring doesn’t prevent mite problems, but it does 
give you the ability to avoid panic treatments, plan your treatments in advance, and even skip a planned treatment when mite 


levels are uncharacteristically low. 


The “indirect” sticky board monitoring method counts the number of mites that fall or are groomed off the bees over a period of 
time. This method is the least intrusive - it doesn’t even require opening the hive to perform the test. 


Direct sample monitoring using a sugar roll or alcohol wash measures the number of mites collected from a 1/2 cup (300-bee) 
sample. It is a more precise assessment of mite levels than using a sticky board. 


HOW TO USE A 


1. Remove the monitoring tray from 
your screened bottom board. 

2. Spread or spray a thin coating of 
cooking oil or mineral oil over the whole 
monitoring tray. 

2. Return the tray under your screened 
bottom board. 

3. Run the test for 24 or 72 hours. 


4. Remove the “sticky board” tray and 
count the number of dropped mites. 


5. If you do a 72-hour count, divide the 
total number of mites by 3 for the daily 
drop. It's hard to give firm treatment 
thresholds for sticky boards, but 10+ 
mites falling per day is a sign of trouble.

: FALL 


: 1. Take supers off and EXTRACT 


HONEY. Be sure to leave plenty for 
the winter. Consider purchasing a 
HIVE SCALE to weigh your hives to 
ensure adequate stores. 


. APPLY mite treatments now, 


especially if you have not already 
treated. The goal is to reduce mite 
levels so that the “winter bees,” the 
bees produced from the last few 
rounds of brood, are not injured by 
mites and are healthy enough to 
survive until spring. 


. REMOVE all queen excluders. If left 


on, the queen will not be able to stay 
with the bees as the cluster eats its 
way upward through the honey. 


. COMPLETE FEEDING (if feeding 


is needed) by mid-fall. Feeding 
should be completed while daytime 
temperatures are still in the 50s (F). 
There are several different types of 
feeders available. 


. PREPARE your hives for winter: 


Install mouse guards, provide upper 
entrances for ventilation and an 
additional exit, and wrap wooden 
hives. Ata minimum, a 1” insulation 
board between the covers provides 
some temperature consistency and 
may help the bees manage ceiling 
condensation during the winter. 


: THINGS TO DO IN 
: WINTER 


: 1. ASSEMBLE new equipment. PAINT 


the exterior of any new boxes, 
whether wooden or polystyrene. Use 
2-3 coats of exterior latex paint. Any 
color is fine! 


. CHECK HIVES on the warmest days. 


FEED if you see bees are just under 
the inner cover hole (they have no 
further room to move up, indicating 
honey stores are low). To feed in cold 
weather, remove the inner cover, 
add a shim, and add winter patties, 
fondant, or plain dry granulated 
sugar poured onto newspaper. 
Replace inner and outer covers, 
making sure ventilation hole is still 
open. DO NOT feed sugar syrup if 
daytime temperatures after feeding 
will be under 55° F, because then 
bees can't fly to relieve themselves.

reducer notch upward will help keep 
the entrance open even if there is a 
layer of dead bees on the floor of the 
hive. 


oO Mouse guard ON: As the bees 


start to cluster together, they stop 
guarding the entrance, so mice can 
slip inside and wreak havoc. 


oO Queen excluder OFF: Leaving a 


queen excluder in place under 

a super full of winter stores will 
trap the queen underneath it when 
the bee cluster needs to migrate 
upwards, spelling doom. 


oO Make sure the top box is full of 
honey (or syrup): Remove any empty : 


boxes. 


oO Consider some form of upper 


entrance: Upper entrances allow 
excess moisture to exit the hive and 
make for easy “cleansing flights” on 
warmer days. 


oO Foam insulation panel tucked 


up inside the telescoping cover: 
Insulation up inside the cover helps 
keep the interior of the hive warmer 
and drier. 


oO Hive strapped or weighted down 


with a rock or bricks: Make sure the 
cover can't be blown off in a storm.

E IT'S FALL AND MY HIVE 


: Each fall, we hear from distressed 

: customers who think their queens are 

: dead and their colonies are doomed. 

: How else could they explain the sudden 
: absence of brood and the fact that they 
S couldn't find a queen? So, how do we 

: console these customers? We tell them 
otha everything is probably fine, and talk 
: through the following information. 


LOOKS QUEENLESS 


NO PROBLEM 


: Beekeepers are used to inspections where they don't see the queen, but not finding 
: brood often causes much more concern among new beekeepers. The absence 

: of brood in the fall is perfectly normal and even expected in cooler climates. [In 

: warmer southern states, brood may be present 365 days a year, though a brief 

: "winter break" isn't unheard of either.) By early October in New York, many of our 

: colonies have finished up their brood-rearing for the year, and the queen has shut 

: down egg production to get ready for cold weather. 


: You may notice egg-laying that tapers off at different times in different years, 
: perhaps because of a few chilly nights earlier in the fall that trigger the bees to 
: change their behavior. 


: Therefore, a broodless colony (or a colony with just a frame or two of brood) isn't any 
: cause for alarm if chilly weather has arrived in your apiary. [If you're keeping bees in 
: Florida, you should be much more concerned about a broodless October inspection 

: than if you're keeping bees in Nova Scotia!) 


: MY COLONY 


REALLY IS QUEENLESS 


: Either from an ill-fated autumn swarm, illness, age, or a clumsy beekeeper banging 
: things around in the hive, queens certainly can die in the fall. 


: If your colony really is queenless, what should you do? Unless you live somewhere 
: that is still very warm, you are unlikely to have drones available for a freshly-grown 
oO Consider installing insulation: Use a : queen to mate with, even if the bees do manage to make a new one. At this time 

: of year, a truly queenless colony should either be combined together with another 
: colony, or else you can consider taking their honey away and leaving them to their 
: fate. Either is an acceptable beekeeping practice, but it's likely that the queenless 


: bees will prefer the former option.

GETTING STARTED 


MAKING BEESWAX CANDLES 


To make your own beeswax candles, the first thing you need is a source of beeswax. Whether you render it from your own 
cappings or purchase it from another source (like Betterbee], it is best to have nice clean wax without particles or bits of honey. 
These particles can cause your candles to burn unevenly and can clog your wick. 


If you have your own beeswax but it's dirty, one option for cleaning it is to place the wax in a pot of water (but not an aluminum or 
iron pot), bring the water to a boil, and allow it to melt. Once the wax has melted, remove it from the heat and let it cool. Remove 
the wax from the water. You will be left with three distinct layers: water, honey and debris, then wax at the top. Scrape off the 
layer of debris. Another option is to use a slow cooker. Check out how to do that in the tip below.

HOW TO MAKE BEESWAX CANDLES IN 
DIFFERENT TYPES OF MOLDS 


Begin by melting beeswax. We recommend pouring at a temperature around 165-170° F. NEVER melt directly on the stove 
without a double boiler! Wax is flammable (beeswax will begin to discolor at 185° F, and the flashpoint is 400° F}! NEVER leave 
your melting wax unattended! While waiting for your wax to melt, you can prepare your molds. If you are using metal molds, 
spray them with silicone mold release spray.
